Boston, Aug. 27 (A.P.).—For ‘the sec- 
ond time in more than a :entury an 
ancient Massachusetts law making blas- 
phemy’ a crime was invoked today when 
police sought to serve a warrant based 
on the old .statute on Dr. Horace M. 
Kallen, former lecturer at Harvard and 
now on the staff of a new school of so- 
cial research in New York. 

The charge was based on statements 
attributed to Dr. Kallen in an address 
last Thursday night at a Sacco-Van- 
getti memorial meeting in Scenic Audi- 
torium, Boston. According to a ser- 
geant of police who took a stenographic 
report of the address, the speaker made 
the statement that Jesus Christ was an 
anarchist. The warrant had not been 
served tonight. 

The first modern application of the 
old blue law was in 1926 when Anthony 
Bimba, of Brooklyn, N. Y., editor of a 
was arrested 
charged with blasphemy as a result of 
statements made in an address at 
Brockton. Bimba was acquitted of this 
charge, although the Brockton court 
tound him guilty on another count. 

.1@ fact that a warrant had been Is- 
sued for the arrest of Dr. Kallen be- 
came known when police today visited 
the office of the Sacco-Vanzetti defense 
committee in search of him. The war-

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At the memorial meeting, which was 
attended by 2,000 persons, Prof. Robert 
M. Lovett, of the University of Chicago.

Powys, English lecturer, and others. Dr. 
Kallen delivered the principal address. 

The Massachusetts statute regarding 
blasphemy is 231 years old and had not 
been inforced for more than 100 years 
up to the time of the Bimba case. It 
was charged that Bimba had denied the 
existence of a personal deity. The 
judge at his trial ruled that the de- 
fendant had merely declared his per- 
sonal opinion in a manner allowed by 
law under a decision in a test case 
many years ago. 

The statute, enacted in 1697, provided 
for a fine of not more than $300 or im- 
prisonment up to a year. It superseded 
an act of 1646 which made death the 
sole penalty. 

The law reads: “Whoever wilfully 
blasphemes the holy name of God by 
denying, cursing or contumeliously re- 
proaching God, his creation, govern- 
ment or final judging of the world, or 
by cursing or contumeliously reproach- 
ing Jesus Christ or the Holy Ghost, 
or by cursing or contumeliously re- 


proaching or exposing to contempt or 


ridicule the holy work of God, con- 
tained in the Holy Scriptures, shal) be 
punished by imprisonment in jail tor 
not more than one year or by a fine. ot 
not more than $800 and may also be 
bound to good behavior.”

Search Southwest for 
Hatcher’s Slayer. 


TAXI MAN GIVES CLEW 


Search for Henry Shepherd, 28-year- 
old negro, wanted in connection with 
the fatal shooting of Traffic Policeman 
Neville G. Hatcher, near Culpper, Va., 
on August 15, has been concentrated in 
southwest Washington and Arlington 
County, according to Sheriff Nash of 
Culpepper County, -Va., and Deputy 
Sheriff Harry L. Woodyard, of Arling- 
ton County. 

Twelve Virginia State policemen have 
been assigned to track Shepherd, and 
it is understood that several of this 
group have taken up headquarters in 
Washington while investigating the 
clew furnished by a taxi driver who 
sa s he took Shepherd to a local ad- 
dress. 

Virginia police requested the _ co- 
operation of the Arlington County au- 
thorities in their search for the al- 
leged killer early yesterday. Arlington 
County police immediately visited all 
known places frequented by colored 
folk. but without a clew early today. 

Hatcher was shot in an attempt to 
apprehend Shepherd, who was wanted 
on a year-old charge of shooting and 
killing a young colored woman from 
the vicinity of Culpeper. Seeing the 
man in a passing automobile, Hatcher 
jumped on the running board and or- 
dered him to halt. Shepherd is said 
to have drawn his gun and fired four 
shots into the officer, then fleeing. 

Hatcher was taken to the Charlottes- 
ville Hospital, where it was believed 
for a time that he would recover. Sev- 
eral days after the shooting the bullets 
resulted fatally. 

A posse of more than 100 men hastily 
recruited by Sheriff Nash searched the 
woods of Culpeper County in the hope 
of capturing Shepherd near the scene 
of the crime. The effort proving un- 
successful, a special detail of State po- 
licemen was assigned to continue on 
the case until Shepherd’s capture.

Paris, Aug. 27 (A.P.).—The Briand- 
Kellogg pact, by which fifteen nations 
renounce war aS an instrument of na- 
tional policy, was signed here today. 

Less than ten minutes was required 
for the affixing of signatures to the 
instrument which its sponsors agree, 
has an immense perspective of world 
peace, 

Ancient ritual and 
of modern publicity 
the ceremony. Ushers, clad in blue 
and gold-trimmed coats, red_ velvet 
breeches and white silk stockings, 
directed the plenipotentiaries to their 
places and conducted guests to their 
seats. A superbly uniformed Swiss 
guard with a halberd, an inheritance 
of the court procedure of centuries 
ago, led, the solemn procession of 
statesmen from the reception room of 
Artistide Briand, foreign minister of 
France to the cloak room, where the 
signing took place. 

While this colorful proceeding was 
taking place, 40 cameras were clicking, 
color picture machines were working 
and microphones were gathering the 
faintest sounds of the spectacular 
program and broadcasting them 
throughout Europe and to other con- 
tinents. 

The  plenipotentiaries took 
seats at the horseshoe-shaped table 
just as the beautiful clock, which 
gives its name to the apartment, struck 
the hour of three. Before this moment 
came, distinguished persons from many 
nations were gathering. The scene 
was very like an afternoon reception, 
with salutations, introductions and 
gossip.

Premier Poincare held an informal 
levee, when he entered; all who were 
seated arose. He particularly took note 
ot Ambassador von Hoesch of Germany.

Among the other ladies who received 
attention from hime were Mrs, Parmley 
Herrick, daughter-in-law of the Ameri- 
cau.

The program proceeded promptly at 
its fixed hour and was ended in 58 
minutes. M. Briand alone spoke. Ordi- 
narily he prefers to make an extempo- 
raneous discourse, but this time he read 
his speech. An official English trans- 
lation was also read by an interpreter. 

The entire proceedings were bie 
lin~ual. Not only the set address ot the 
foreign minister being ‘translated into 
English but also each phrase that he 
uttered in reading the treaty and in- 
viting the delegates to sign. 


Ceremony of Signing. 


As the reading of the pact ended, 
Beco de Fouquieres, master of cere- 
monies for the foreign office, and his 
adjutant, De Cartier, stepped forward 
and spread the official text, in green 
letters, upon a small table placed with- 
in the curve of the horseshoe. | 

A red ribbon ran through the wax 
seals of the signatories which had been 
affixed to the document in advance. 
This was carefully straightened by the 
tnaster of ceremonies. 

As Gustav Stresemann, foreign mine 
ister of Germany, came forward to afe 
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fiz the first signature to the document, 
he was handed a huge gold pen pre- 
scnted to Secretary Kellogg by the City: 
of Havre. One by one the various sig- 
natories went to the small table, each 


being given the same writing instru- 
ment. 


Dr. Edouard Benes, foreign minister 
for Czechoslovakia, was the last to sign. 
As he finished writing his name, M. 
Briand arose as a signal that the great 
international eve had ended 


Others Rush to Sign. 


The Swiss guard headed the retiring 
procession, but he led the signatories 
into the garden where M. Briand 
served tea The statesmen were grate- 
ful for the breath of fresh air after 
the ceremon~, for the temperature in 
the close room under the intense arti- 
ficial lights used by the movie camera- 
men had become tropical. 

Herr Stresemann, emaciated and pale 
from, his recent illness, seemed to feel 
the heat most of all. He looked espe- 
cially wan under the glare of the reflec- 
tors. 

It is expected that at least a year 
will elapse before the pact will be com- 
‘ pletely ratified by those countries 
whose legislatures must pass on it. 
Meanwhile it is to be open to adherence 
by all other civilized nations. 

The potency of the treaty, it was re- 
marked after the ceremony, was shown 
by the fact that the original signatures 
were still wet when Secretary Kellogg 
began receiving telegrams from coun- 
tries not represented here today. These 
Messages announced desire of these 
other governments to join the original 
signatories in the renunciation of armed 
conflict. 

No military note was present to mar 
the atmosphere of peace. Floating flags 
of all hations adorned the foreign 
ministry building, but not single 
bayonet was in evidence. 

The authorities stressed the peaceful- 
ness of the day and Paris citizens, hav- 
ing business in the neighborhood, pass- 
ed without interruption by police or 
soldiery. 


Guards Dress Toned Down.

The crowds of several thousand 
which watched the arrival and depar- 
ture of the plenipotentiaries with the 
liveliest curiosity, were held on the 
sidewalk opposite the ministry and. on 
the parapets along the bank of the 
Seine by dismounted Republican 
guards. But these guards were arined 
only with bolstered pistols and were 
shorn of the usual display of blumed 
helmets and rattling sabers. 

The sidewalk in front of the minis- 
try was cleared for ten yards of either 
sid* of the two'‘entrance gates. Only 
those showing press cards or invitations 
to witness the ceremony, were allowed 
tO pass these lines. 

Except for the flag of Soviet Russia, 
showing a gold hammer and sickle vn 
a red background, there was nothing 
to indicate that communists even ex- 
isted. This flag flew over the ministry 
with the emblems of other nations. 

There had been much talk of a com- 
munist manifestation but it showed 
no sign of even starting. The only epi- 
sode that might have been planned by 
the reds occurred after the last guest 
had departed and while the crowd was 
breaking up.

Toral has been given a preliminary 
hearing in the court of first instance 
at San Angel and has been held for 
formal trial. The nun has still to be 
given preliminary hearing. 

It is alleged in the petition that fhe 
men sought crossed into the United 
States after committing the crimes and 
are now in New York. The Mexican 
Ambassador promises that a copy of the 
Mexican warrants with complete de- 
tails of the crimes will be forwarded 
by mail to New York.

“So far as this pact is concerned,” he 
said, “it carries with it no implication 


that the American people must concern 
themselves with European matters.” 


British Hold Note Sent 
To Briand Is Forgery 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


London, Aug. 27.—The British foreign 
office brands as a forgery the docu- 
ment alleged to have been sent by Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, British foreign 
secretary, to Aristide Briand, French 
foreign minister, which is supposed to 
contain provisions for a naval agree- 
ment between France and Great Britain 
for cooperation in the Pacific as well as 
European waters. 

The first news received here of the 
alleged document was in cabled mes- 
sages from New York giving details of 
the letter to M. Briand and supposed 
to have been sent July 23. It is au- 
thoritatively stated here that no such 
letter or communication, even remotely, 
in the sense suggested, ever passed be- 
tween the two diplomats.

**‘Ulterior Motive” in Hiring 
Messengers Disavowed by 


Pittsburgh Witness. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Aug. 27 (A.P.).— 
Absolute denial that there was fraud 
in connection with the 1926 genera! 
election in which William S. Vare was 
declared the winner over William B. 
Wilson was made late today before a 
Senate subcommittee investigating 
Wilson’s election contest by James F. 
Malone, president of the Pittsburgh 
city council and chairman of the Re- 
publican county campaign committee 
in 1926. 


Asked by Senator Charles K. Water- 


man (Republian), of Colorado, who is 
conducting the inquiry here, if there 
was any “ulterior motive” in the hir- 
ng of 5,640 “‘messengers” in the 1926 
eiection, Malone said in in a calm 
voice, “Absolutely not.” He amplified 
his answer by declarir~ that to his 
knowledge, there was no fraud of any 
kind in connection with the balloting 

Senator Waterman asked the witness 
directly wether the “messengers” 
were hired with the ulterior motive of 
controlling their votes and the votes 
of their dependents. Malone’s detiial 
was positive. Thirteen witnesses were 
heard today and indications were that 
the inquiry would consume much of 
the week.

Wholesale prices quoted by'the State 
department of agriculture were 4714 
cents for the standard grade and 1 
cent more for the best quality, while 
lower grades sold at from 4314 to 45 
cents 

Butter usually “goes up” late in Au- 
gust, it was explained, but the present 
top wholesale price is five cents higher 
than last year and it is six to eight 
cents more than last year in the re- 
tail market. The department could not 
account for the rise, since the feed 
crop is as good this year as last.

The idea of 
asking the nations to agree to renounce 
war originated with the United States 
Government. The treaty was drafted by 
Secretary Kellogg, after conferences with 
members of the Senate committee on for- 
eign relations. All proposals, whether 
from this country or abroad, 
sought to load the treaty down with 
provisions unacceptable to the United

dicted by every exercise of the treaty-mak- 
ing power since the Government came Into 

‘existence. 

‘The treaty to renounce war does not 
affect the power of Congress to declare 
war. A treaty agreeing to the arbitra- 
tion of a dispute, or providing for accept- 
atice by the United States of new rules of 
international law, might with equal logic 
be construed to be a limitation upon the 
power of Congress to declare war. No 
agreement can be made that would 
abolish a fundamental duty of the Gov- 
ernment to the people who created it. 
Two of the objects in forming this Union 
were to provide for the common defense 
and to establish justice. Congress was 
therefore empowered to raise and support 
armies, to provide a navy, and to declare 
war. 

These powers are untouched by the 
Kellogg treaty. So long as a nation

But if 
faith is broken, the United States is 
released from its obligation. _ Unless it

SUBSTITUTE FOR SHANKS’ MARE. 


Although the idea of a motor for the use 
of the individual in walking has been broached 
from time to time, it is now announced from 
Paris that the feat has been accomplished. 
Santos Dumont, the inventor of the mech- 
anism, is known as one who 25 years ago 
created derision by his efforts to solve the 
problem of mechanical flight. In the present 
case his invention has no flight features, but 
is limited to affording aid to pedestrians, par- 
ticularly in mountain climbing and on long 
distance tours, 

As a conserver of the energy that is with- 
drawn from the higher centers and directed to 
the muscles in the drudge of walking, the in- 
ventor holds that this invention is bound to 
meet with popular favor. “What is the use of 
using up so much of the energy of life forces in 
the mechanical forces, which since the dawn of 
man have impoverished the race?”

KENSINGTON GARDENS VANDAL. 


Such an overwhelming tide of indignation 
has seldom risen so quickly as that manifested 
by the people of London against the vandal of 


Kensington Gardens. It would appear to have 


been an outright act of gross vandalism that 
was perpetrated against the statue that ma- 
terialized in art the immortal conception of 


James M. Barrie’s “boy who would never 
grow up.” Peter Pan, both in delineation and 
emotion, has found few parallels among writ- 
ers, and the superb incorporation of the char- 
acter in bronze by Sir George Frampton be- 
longs to the childrén of all lands and climes. 

The psychologist might find in this quick 
ferment of wrath over the act of the person 
who smeared the Peter Pan statue with tar 
and covered it with feathers a study that 
would go deeper than the perfunctory descrip- 
tions of mob psychology. Such a tribute to the 
regnancy of the emotions has rarely been wit- 
nessed in these modern times. From princess 
to peasant the feeling of indignation has 
linked up all classes, by that “touch of na- 


ture which makes the whole world kin.”’ 


No serious damage was done to the statue, 
but that this particular object should have 
been selected as a mark for dastard hate or 
sour cynicism passes understanding. Unless 
it was the act of an insane person it might be 
better not to discover the individual who could 
perpetrate such an execrable deed, and save 
the children of London from the morbid and 
unwholesome appeals to passion that would 
arise upon his apprehension. Peter Pan will 
be the more cherished now that he has suf- 
fered strange indignity. ;

FOR DRY OR OILY HAIR, 


IRST and fundamental in any en- 
F deavor to correct either excessive 

oiliness or dryness of the hair is 
to look to the general condition of the 
health and the circulation of blood be- 
neath the scalp. The rest is the very 
simple matter of painstaking care of 
the hair itself. Excessive oiliness may 
be largely due to improper diet; too 
much indulgence in fried foods, heavy 
foods, sweets and rich desserts. Greasy 
and fat-building foods. shoyld be 
evoided, 

Good circulation in the scalp can best 
be encouraged by a daily massage with 
a stimulating tonic and vigorous brush- 
ing. The massage should be thorough- 
going. Rubbing the scalp is not mas- 
saging it. The entire scalp should be 
moved in a rotary motion beneath the 
fingertips of both hands. A good meth- 
od is to start at the top of the head 
and work gradually backward to the 
nape of the neck, then at each side 
separately, using both hands. 

One of the commonest errors made 
in attempting to correct an oily or 
itching scalp is the too-frequent sham- 
poo. The fact is that frequent wash- 
ing only serves to aggravate the cén- 
dition. The shampoo should come not 
oftener than once in two weeks, and 
particular pains should be taken to 
keep the hair free from dust and dirt 
between shampoos, Absolutely no soap 
should be left in the hair, no matter 
how many rinsings are required to re- 
move it. Soap dries and irritates the 
scalp, if left on, and robs the hair of 
its luster. 

There is one treatment that 1s cer- 
tain to be of benefit to any scalp. 
That is the application of warm oil. 
rhe best time is the night before the 
shampoo, since the oil can be left on 
over night. If this is not possible, the 
treatment maygeome immediateiy be- 
fore the shamWo. A good grade of 
olive oi] or, odorless castor oil may be 
used. It should be well heated, though 
care should be taken that it is not so 
hot as to scald. First, the hair should 
be thoroughly brushed,.then separated 
into small strands, The hot oil should 
be applied with a medicine dropper or 
a small piece of absorbent cotton along 
each part. The entire scalp should be 
covered. ’

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FORMER POLICEMAN 
EM. TAYLOR SOUGHT 
POR ALLEGED nO 


W. S. McBreen Accuses Him 
of Firing Bullet After 
Row Over Envelope. 


COMPLAINANT QUOTES 
TALE OF-‘EASY MONEY’ 
Collecting From Rum Runners 
Charge; Some Vanished, 
Starting Trouble, Claim. 


A warrant charging Edward M. Tay- 
lor, suspended policeman, with shoot- 
ing William S. McBreen while the lat- 
ter was at work on the night of Au- 
gust 30, 1927, in his gasoline filling 
station at 2637 Benning road north- 
east, was issued yesterday by United 
States Commissioner Needham C. Tur- 
nage, 

Taylor, who is already on bond of 
$1,500 on an indictment in connection 
with the hi-jacking of an automobile 
truck load of liquor, is believed to be 
in New York. 

Commissioner Turnage issued the 
warrant, which charges assault with 
intent to kill, upon evidence submitted 
to him by Detective Sergt. Frank M. 
Helan, of the United States attorney’s 
office, who made a lengthy investiga- 
tion of the mysterious shooting of Mc- 
Breen, 


Felled by Bullet. 


The gas station proprietor was felled 


by a bullet which pierced a window of 
the station. 

Taylor is alleged to have mistaken 
McBreen for Henry A. Finke, another 
employe of the filling station, with 
whom Taylor had engaged in an ar- 
gument shortly before the shooting. 

McBreen told police that a number 
of negroes had come to the station with 
envelopes which they left for Taylor, 
and that at one time Taylor had dis- 
closed to him that the envelopes. con- 
tained money. He said that Taylor had 
told him it was “easy money” and asked 
if he had any idea of what it was for. 
McBreen responded that he “could 
guess.” 

Taylor then told him, McBreen said, 
that everybody else was “getting theirs,” 
and he might as well get in on it too. 
Taylor added that he at times made as 
much as $50 a week by permitting au- 
tomobiles loaded with liquor to pass 
through, McBreen alleged. 


Row Over Envelope. 


Taylor accused McBreen August 30 
of having kept out one of the envelopes 
on him, and McBreen told the police- 
man that Finke probably had it, as he 
had not been working. McBreen said 
that Finke told the policeman that he 
had spent the money for liquor. Taylor 
then left the filling station after an- 
nouncing that he was “. 2 to get” 
Finke, McBreen said. The shooting 
took place shortly afterward. 

The: suspended policeman first got 
into trouble in connection with the 
hijacking of an automobile truck 
owned by Ernest Burkhalter, which was 
stolen from two colored employes of 
Burkhalter. 

It was this truck which Representa- 
tive Thomas Blanton produced at the 
Capitol when he launched an attack 
on the Police Department. 

Shortly after Taylor’s suspension 
from the police force, he was haled be- 
fore the police trial board on charges 
of conduct prejudicial to the Police De- 
partment. At the conclusion of the 
board’s trial, Taylor was indicted by 
the grand jury. The trial board, since 
then, has withheld its verdict in the 
case pending the outcome of court ac- 
tion against Taylor.
